Never, since the first roll of paper was printed, has 
the m adopted for water-marking and manufac- 
turing the precious sheets been discovered by any out- 
sider, although once a quantity of the finished product 
was felonio ly abstracted from the mills. 

How valuable is this particular monopoly to the 
owners thereof, may be judged from the fact that the 
present head of the family, Mr. Melville Portal, J.P., 
is lord of the manor, and sole owner of the twin vil- 
lages of Laverstoke and Freefolk, within whose confines 
the famous mills are situated. He is also the happy 
possesgor of Laverstoke House, a magnificent country 
seat, built by Joseph Bonomi, A.R.A., at the begin- 
ning of the last century, and standing in a park of 275 
acres ; and of a fortune which is said to run into mil- 
lions—all made out of paper.

Ir has often struck me that there is an absolute 
waste of millionaires in this comatty This arises 
from our mistaken ideas regarding liberty. If the nati 
were to take half a dozen carefully selected mil- 
lionaires and put them in prison, setting them at some 
innocent occupation, and use their money for a spor 
Fresu Founp, think what happiness might be scat- 
tered over our big towns! The millionaires themeelves 
would be better off, for their minds and their hands 
would be occupied, and their diet would be properly 
looked after. 


Yet, if such a beneficent action were done, what a 
howl would arise all over the land! The papers would 
begin to talk a lot of rubbish about the fibsrty of the 
subject, and that sort of thing.
